Catholics of the San Diego diocese gave nearly 
half a million dollars towards the work of the 
missions last year. This included $173,127 
collected on Mission Sunday for the annual 
appeal. 

Last year’s total of $471,061 for all donations 
towards the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith was $20,000 more than in 1974. 


FATHER ANTHONY Chylewski, diocesan 
missions director, said he hopes Catholics in the 
diocese will continue to increase their giving, 
particularly on Sunday, Oct. 24, which is Mission 
Sunday and the SOth anniversary of the 
worldwide day of prayer and sacrifice for the 
needs of the ‘‘suffering Church.’’ 


In a letter to be read at churches on that 
Sunday, Bishop Leo T. Maher reminds us of 
“‘thousands of missionaries, dedicated to 
spreading the gospel,’’ who ‘‘give themselves 
heroically, face all kinds of danger willingly, and 
are patient, generous and persevering even when 
their efforts seem fruitless and progress is 
slow.”’ 


Bishop Maher asks all to ‘‘please give 
generously to the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith, our Holy Father’s own organization for 
the missions,’’ which has before it ‘‘the full 
panorama of the world to be evangelized.’’ 


THE DIOCESE made a new record with 
donations last year, both during the whole year 
and on the special Mission Sunday appeal. The 
Sunday appeal brought $173,127 , an average of 
$1.54 per family, compared with $161,105, or 
$1.52 per family the previous year.: 


“If we could continue to increase our giving in 


_ line with rising costs, it would help so much,”’ 


said Father Chylewski. ‘‘People here are very 
generous and I feel sure they will take into 
account the huge increases in costs in other parts 
of the world, in mission territories, which have to 
be met,’’ he added. 


As in past years, St. Rose of Lima parish, 
Chula Vista, topped all in annual giving, with a 
total of $20,041. Next was St. Brigid, Pacific 
Beach, with $11,797 and Holy Rosary, San 
Bernardino, with $11,600, closely followed by 
Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon, with $11,292, and

Do-it-at-home abortion nearly ready 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A system for self 
administered abortions has been developed 
by doctors at a Worcester, Mass., institution, 
according to Intercom, a newsletter pub- 
‘lished by the Population Reference Bureau 
here. 

The do-it-yourself abortion kit employs 
prostaglandins, substances which cause 
uterine contractions and expulsion of the 
child when administered to a pregnant 
woman. 


PROSTAGLANDINS are currently used 
mainly in second trimester abortions. Unlike 
saline abortions, the child is not almost 
certain to die before being expelled from the 


womb. 
The Intercom article, headed ‘‘New 
‘At-Home’ Abortion Method Said Safe, 


Effective,’’ says the method was developed 
by Drs. S.K. Saksena, I.F. Law and M.C. 


Chang of the Foundation for Experimental 


Biology. 


The prostaglandins, hormone-like chem- 
icals, ‘‘are inserted into the vagina in a 
plastic suppository,’’ according to the article. 


In current abortion procedure, the 
prostaglandins are injected intravenously or 
into the uterus. 


WITH THE do-it-yourself method, a time 
released system is used to introduce the 
chemicals into the mother’s body at the 
proper rate. 


According to Intercom, ‘‘The concentra- 
tions released are said to be low enough not 
to affect other organs or produce side 
effects’’—major problems with prostaglan- 
din abortions. 


‘Testing has not yet begun in women, but 
the technique has reportedly proved 100 per 
cent effective in experimental animals, all of 
which aborted within 40 hours of administra- 
tion’’ of the chemicals, the article revealed.

Thompson exercised’ his 
priestly ministry for 48 long 
years,’’ said Bishop Johnson.

Respect Life drive 
_looks ‘successful’

The battle for a human life amendment to the Constitution, 
launched across the diocese Jast weekend, now goes into a 
temporary holding pattern while the results of the massive 
Respect Life sign up campaign are tabulated. 


At Masses last week, Catholics were asked to sign forms 
affirming the respect for life and pledging active support of 
the U.S. bishops’ efforts to secure a human life amendment. 


TABULATING the results is the Parish Community 
Development Office, directed by Nancy Brown, of Catholic 
Community Services. : 


“Judging from the few forms I have seen, and the 
comments I have from several pastors, I think the sign up 
campaign will prove itself to be a tremendous success,”’ 
Brown said. 


She explained that a volunteer staff will begin tabulating 
the forms this week, noting that it will be a big task because 
some 75,000 were originally distributed. 


THE CAMPAIGN is part of the U.S. bishops’ pro-life plan 
which calls for establishing Pro-Life ‘Congressional District 
Action Committees in every parish in the nation. Each parish 
is to have a community representative to organize 
amendment efforts. _ 


The results of the sign-up campaign will be broken down on 
a parish by parish basis and sent to the community 
representatives so they can organize those who promised to 
be letter writers, part of a telephone network or part of voter 
education projects, according to Brown. 


The sign-up campaign: drew bitter and much publicized 
opposition from the National Organization for Women (NOW) 
in San Diego who charged that in initiating the drive for a 
human life amendment the Church has violated its 
tax-exempt status because of excessive entanglement in 
politics. ; 

“THE ALLEGATIONS by NOW 4re absurd,”’ in Brown’s 
view. ‘‘The Internal Revenue Service code allows the Church 
to take moral stands on political issues,’’ she explained. ‘‘It 
does not allow the Church to become involved in partisan 
politics.’’ 


Moreover, according to Brown, the bishops’ pro-life plan 
was checked out and approved by tax law experts on both the 
national and local levels before it was launched.

For Mission Sunday

Great day for the Irish 


Tuesday of last week was a great day for the 
Irish. Out of eight new monsignors, five were born 
in Ireland, one in Scotland of Irish descent, one in 
Holland and one in the United States. When Bishop 
Maher called them with the news early that 
morning, they were as surprised as anyone else. In 
fact, as the bishop greeted them in his office at 
midday to show them their Latin credentials from 
Rome and to pose for pictures, he said to one—who 
is usually never lost for a word—‘‘Have you 
recovered your speech yet2’’ 


The Irish born priests to be elevated are: Fathers 
Michael Flynn, Lakeside; Andrew Hanley, San 
Diego; Thomas Prendergast, San Diego; John 
Rhatigan, Ocean Beach and Charles Young, San 
Diego. Father Patrick O’Neill of San Diego was 
born in Scotland and was part educated in Ireland. 
Father John Verhoeven of Spring. Valley was born 
in Holland and Father John Campion is the sole 
American-born, though often mistaken for Irish. 
Instead of separate parish ceremonies as in the 
past, they will all be invested together-at St. Joseph 
Cathedral sometime in November. 


Cemetery affairs 

It was evident from the questions posed at the 
annual convention of the National Catholic 
Cemetery Conference in San Diego last week that 
cremation is of particular concern for Catholic 
cemeteries. 


As the Church’s traditional view has been to 
forbid cremation except under exceptional circum- 
stances, no provision was made at Catholic 
cemeteries for it to be carried out, nor even for 
cremated remains to be. buried. Now, with 
conditions somewhat relaxed, and permission for 


cremation given more readily, those who operate - 


the Catholic cemeteries are endeavoring to find the 
correct path to follow. 


It appears that there is little or no demand for 
cremation in the East, but in the West permission is 
more widely sought. The complete ban has been 
lifted by the Church—a ban imposed in order to 
venerate God’s creation and to counteract any 
belief that the body should be destroyed as an act of 
hostility towards God. 


One delegate told me that he heard figures » 


suggesting that in San Diego cremations have 
reached 60 per cent of all burials, and 40 per cent in 
Seattle. On the West Coast generally the figure is 
15 per cent and in the East it is 6 per cent. Since it is 
still generally believed that what happens here gets 
to the remainder of the United States about 20 
years later, they feel they are looking at a future 
problem in the East. 


Preparation for marriage 

With greater and greater emphasis on 
preparation for marriage—as with all sacraments— 
it is always interesting to see what is happening in 
other dioceses. In the Archdiocese of Denver the 
guidelines for marriage recently published require 
all prospective married couples to undergo 


_ preparation and evaluation at least four months 


prior to the proposed wedding date. If there is 


reason to believe that the wedding should be 
delayed this should be viewed ‘‘as a pastoral 
judgment out of care and concern for a mature, 


_healthy Christian marriage.’’ 


- What if the couple does not choose to wait? If 
they indicate that they might get married outside 
the Church if the Church will not witness their 
wedding ‘‘the priest/deacon should not look upon 
such an attempted marriage as simply the lesser of 
two evils,’’ state the guidelines. The priest should 
by all means try to discourage the civil wedding, 
but ‘‘the idea that a priest/deacon might as well 
witness the marriage or else they will be living in 
sin contributes to the failure of the marriage from 
the start.’’ 


Finally the guidelines put it succinctly: “‘The 
preparing priest/deacon must accept the attitude 
that perhaps a couple will cohabitate without 
benefit of clergy but there is no reason to 
sacramentalize what:is not sacramentable.’’ 


Fourth century view of abortion 


Almost exactly 1,600 years ago St. Basil of 
Caesarea was concerned with the problem of 
abortion: Nick Méilich, a greek scholar, has 
translated for me an epistle of St. Basil dated 374. or 
375, which includes this passage: 


‘““The woman who has an abortion is responsible 
for a murder. With us there is no fine distinction 
between that which is ‘fully formed’ and that which 
is ‘barely traceable.’ The canonical punishment 
vindicates not only the child about to be born, but 
also the woman who is the victim of her own plot, 
since most of the women who attempt abortion lose 
their lives. 


‘‘Add to this the destruction of the embryo— 
another murder if the abortion is intentional. 
However, the woman need not do public penance 
all her life. Ten years is sufficient. The kind of 
service should depend not on mere passage of time 
but on quality of repentance.’’ 


What do you do on Sunday? 


In a part of the world where recreational 
activities out of doors form a prime part of Sunday 
observance, it may be worth examining what we do 
with our Sundays. Bishop John R. McGann, 
auxiliary of Rockville Center, Long Island, New 
York, reacting to new local Sunday opening of 
stores, said: ‘‘Unnecessary work or shopping, all 
that smacks of commercialization or secularization 
of Sunday should be avoided.’’ He said the day 
should ‘‘be kept holy’’. ‘“A day of rest accents the 
truth that man works to live; he does not. live to 
work.’ 


There is a great danger, when the weather is so 
good and the air so tempting, to put recreation 
before Sunday: observance as a Christian 
community. Priorities get out of line so that the 
recreation tends to come first and Mass is fitted in 
as best it can be done without disturbing the sport 
or recreation. In placing Mass as an afterthought in 
weekend planning, there is the danger that it just 
doesn’t get fitted in. 


Fields are all around us | 


We were talking...about the mis- 
sionary Church and that desire to 
serve and somehow to balance the 
inequities in our world, which draws 
people across oceans and continents 
to the poor and the suffering. 


For most Americans this is what 
“mission fands’’ and ‘‘missionary 
activity’’ means—some far flung 
country where people of different 
cultures and relatively primitive 
lifestyle subsist, desperately in need 
of food, education and medical. aid. 


HAVING SPENT more than 20 
years in African mission territory, my 
own concept of mission has always 
been more immediate. The missions 
were an inescapable fact of life. Their 
need posed a daily reminder to 
conserve resources and guard against 
waste so that the poor might benefit. 


It was a not inconsiderable shock to 
encounter a farily widespread apathy 
towards the missions amid the wealth 
of the United States. The poor, of 
course, are always with us, and, 
faceless as they often appear, may 
sometimes constitute just one more 
responsibility too many in our 
pressured lives. 


And yet, when we ignore the idea of 


mission—of aiding the poor and>- 


needy, or begrudging the help we do 
give—we also ignore a very important 
personal need. As human beings, we 
need to be generous and caring if we 
are to grow into the people we are 
meant to be. We need to share what 
we have and what we are before we 
can truly realize its benefit ourselves. 


THERE IS more to support of the 
missionary Church than an annual 
collection of money—although that is 
vital for its continuing presence and 
work—and more to our responsibility 
as Christians than a minimal per 
capita donation. 

To be Christian is to be missionary. 
To be Christian is to spread the word 
of God, to be the word of God among 
the people, to feed the hungry, help 
the poor, assist the troubled, nurse 
the sick, comfort the dying, aid the 
underprivileged. That is what we are 
supposed to be doing in the world. 

It is not the task of Christians 
merely to subsidize others to do work 
we should be doing ourselves. 
Christ’s imperatives are to us, not 
someone else. Certainly,’ we should 
give as generously as we can 


monetarily to the mission organiza- 
tions of the Church—and that is 
usually a great deal more generously 
than we are prepared to admit—but 
this does not absolve us of further 
responsibility. 

ONE DOES not have to be a Lay 
Mission Helper and travel to remote 
countries to do mission work. There 
are mission fields all around us right 
where we live. There is need and 
there is deprivation. There is poverty 
and starvation— perhaps not economic 
or physical, but, as Mother Teresa 
tirelessly reminds us, emotional and 
spiritual—as even a cursory scanning 
of the daily news will reveal. 

The Church is mission. The 
Christian is a mission-centered per- 
son, or should be. His mission is to the 
poor, the poor in spirit, the poor in 
love, the poor in kindness, the poor in 
compassion, the poor in self-esteem, 
the poor in joy and laughter and 
gentleness, equally with the economic 
poor. 

He is a sharing person. If he has 
wealth, however relative, it must be 
shared. If he has love, it must be 
given away. If he has confidence and 
wisdom and vision, it must be humbly 


offered. Whatever his treasure, his 
talent, his gift, he must take the time 
to share it—for Christ’s sake. 


UNFORTUNATELY, THIS has not 
always been our way. The greatest 
tragedy of the last 2,000 years has 
been that Christians have, on the 
whole, been so little different from 
anyone else. We do not readily 
embrace the idea of mission, of being 


‘‘a light unto the nations’’—at least, - 


in the sense that Christ meant it, a 
contradiction to the paganism of our 
world. 


We need to be reminded endlessly 
of our purpose, our direction, our 
identity. It is time, once more, to 
reflect on what ‘’Mission Sunday’’ 
symbolizes for us, and how much a 
part of us our Christian commitment 
really is. 

And if the concept of world mission 
is too huge, too overpowering for us to 
handle, there is always the comfort- 
ably self-serving angle. We come 
more quickly to wholeness and 
happiness as human beings as giving, 
caring, sharing people. We come 
more quickly to image Christ—and 
that, after all;. is why we exist! 
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Other issues besides abortion 
I agree 100 per cent with Jeanie Corral’s 


letter (SC, Sept. 16) with regard to Mrs. 


Champion’s letter on pro-life issues. 


As Jeanie Corral said, ‘‘Where were the 
Republicans for the last eight years on this 
issue’’ or any other issue of importance? 
They were too busy tapping the wires or 
bugging roams to even think of the people of 
this country. 


The Catholic Church and Catholic bishops 
really got interested when NOW came into 
the picture. Up till then everyone played it 
by. ear. 


If the bishops are going to get involved in 
politics at all, why stop at or just harp on 
pro-life and abortion. Why not consider the 
other important issues of unemployment, 
inflation, rape and crime generally. These 
issues seem to get pushed into the 
background. ? 


Please do not vote for Ford if you think he 
is. going to do anything about abortion, 
because he will just go along, stumbling as 
he has in the past.

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Catholic cemetery officials reminded of their ‘work of mercy’

SAN DIEGO—Catholic cemetery officials were reminded of 
their ‘‘corporal work of mercy’’ in tending to the needs of the 
bereaved, as they met here for the annual convention of the 
National Catholic Cemetery Conference (NCCC). 


Past president Msgr. Francis McElligott of Chicago told the 
350 delegates in his keynote speech ‘‘of the specific work of 


mercy’’ which is their responsibility in burying the dead. 


“MERCY IS the one facet of love whose concept and 
capacity are a gift from God,”’ he said. ‘‘It is not particularly 
natural to man’s estate.”’ 


Msgr. McElligott raised the question whether the work of 
the cemeterians is ‘‘still a work of mercy when a fee is 
charged for our services?’’ He said he hoped the quality of the 
act performed might exceed the aspect of payment. 


‘I hope that this work of burying the dead becomes more 
than simply a paid transaction,’’ he said, and reminded 
delegates of the equally important spiritual works of mercy 
such as comforting the sorrowful, counseling the doubtful, 
and bearing wrongs patiently.” 


CURRENT PRESIDENT of the NCCC, Mési, James P. 
McKay of San Francisco, told delegates ‘‘we live in an age 
when we feel ourselves surrounded by a growing rejection of 
death, and even a disdain for those who have left this world.”’ 


He said this places on cemetery officials the responsibility 
to “‘reinforce and reaffirm the principles and values on which 
we place our commitment as custodians of Catholic 
cemeteries.”

In an interview, Msgr. McKay expressed concern at the 
growing practice of cremation, particularly in the West which, 
he feels, could be interpreted as a way of making death less 
real, that people just ‘‘fade out of life’’, diminishing the 
reality of death. Cremation coupled with sprinkling of ashes, 
he felt, possibly shows this philosophy. 


Msgr. McElligott explained that the early Church=gained 
legal acceptance and identity by the Romans as a burial 
association, even before a church had been built. 


“IN THOSE early days Catholic cemeteries were the 
Catholic Church,’’ he said. Catacombs, the normal burial 
ground, were tended by carefully selected persons. ‘‘The 
function has not changed over the centuries. Our size, 
efficiency, costs and problems must not blur our minds to this 
heritage. The act of burying the dead is essentially the same 
as it was 2,000 years ago,’’ he said. 


He called cemetarians the modern ‘‘Samaritan on the road 
to Jericho’’. 


Among. problem areas discussed during the four-day 
convention, Oct. 4-7, were those of the growing practice of 
cremation and the position of Catholic cemeteries as 
tax-exempt operations of the Church. 


IN PANEL discussions it was explained that the Church’s 
position on cremation has undergone considerable change 
from the days when it was banned altogether. 


Decrees since Vatican II have removed many of the 
barriers, provided cremation is never done as an act of 
‘hostility’? towards the Church. It was pointed out that 
although the practice is growing on the West Coast, it is still 
not prevalent among Catholics in the East. 


However, Catholic cemeteries, it appears, may have to 
make provision for the acceptance of cremated ashes—called 
“‘cremains’’—for burial when this request is made. Few had 
made provision for them until now. 


TAX PROBLEMS associated with opening up Catholic 
cemeteries to non-Catholics, and through the sale. of grave 
decorations and markers were discussed, but it was generally 
felt that provided this is kept to a minimum no issue would be 
raised by IRS. 


‘Our danger is that cemeteries have become associated 
with business,”’ said Msgr. McKay. ‘‘But we are principally a 
religious function as an integral part of the Church. We are an 
extension of the Church, not just a service provided by the 
Church, such as a hospital or school.’’

Central Theme of New Testament 


Divine eagerness to save 
_and forgive is message 


By Father John J. Castelot 


A few years ago the author of an article on 
original sin remarked that the Bible is a 
record of salvation history, not damnation 
history. What surprised me was not the 

. statement itself, but the fact that it had to be 
made. 


Still, it is true that many people, with only 
a superficial or even distorted knowledge of 
Scriptures, think of them in terms of sin and 
punishment. Conscious of their sinfulness, 
they live in terror (hatred) of a God who is 
waiting to get even with them. Burdened 
with guilt, they look upon misfortunes as a 
sign of God’s anger. 

THE BIBLE, beginning with the story of 
man’s fall from God’s favor, says a great 
deal about human sinfulness. It does so, 
however, not to grind us into despair, but to 
give us hope. It tells us again and again that 
our God is loving, merciful and saving—a 
God whose purpose is not to condemn but to 
redeem. 


Take the case of the great king David, 
from whose line the Messiah would one day 
come. Favored by God in many ways, he 
committed adultery with his next-door 
neighbor, then had her husband murdered. 
The author of the account, with muted 
understatement, tells us that ‘‘the Lord was 
displeased with what David had done’’ (2 
Samuel 11:27). ‘ 


Yet, powerful king though he was, when 
reproached by the prophet Nathan, he 
confessed humbly, ‘‘I have sinned against 
the Lord.’’ Nathan answered David, ‘‘The 
Lord on his part has forgiven your sin; you 
shall not die’.. (2 Samuel 12:13) 


DAVID PROCEEDED to do what. a- 
mounted to public penance—rather amaz- 
ing, given his position and prestige. He 
could rest assured of God’s forgiveness, but 
his sin brought about its own punishment. It 
marked a turning point in his brilliant 
career, and the rest of his life was marked by 
misfortune and heartbreak. 


‘‘Aha! God was still punishing him.’’ Not 

_ so. God does not “‘punish’’; He forgives and 

saves. It is our sins which carry within them 

the seeds of their own punishment. But that 
is another. question. 


The psalms are filled with conviction of 
the need for forgiveness and confidence that 


God’s mercy is ever at hand. The classic - 


example must surely be Psalm 51 (or 50 in 
older Catholic editions), the famous Miser- 
ere, which you will find well worth 
rereading. Another beautiful psalm of this 
type is Psalm 130 (‘‘Out of the depths’’). 
These verses express our theme - quite 
exactly: ‘If you, O Lord, mark iniquities, 


Lord, who can stand? But with you is 


forgiveness, that you may be revered (3-4). 


THE PROPHETS, too, for all their fiery 
denunciations of the people’s sins, constant- 
ly call them back to God’s mercy. At the 
beginning of the Book of Isaiah, we read this 
moving plea: “‘Come now, let us set things 
right, says the Lord: Though your sins be 
like scarlet, they may become white as snow; 
Though they be crimson red, they may 
become white as wool.’’ (1:18) 


An earlier prophet, Hosea, stressed this 
theme so much that he is known as the 
prophet of divine love. And so, even the God 
of the Old Testament, who has often been 
caricatured as a hard, vindictive judge and a 
sort of Lord High Executioner, turns out to 
be a loving, merciful God, willing and eager 
to forgive. 


This divine eagerness to forgive, to save, 
is perhaps the central theme of the New 
Testament. The theme is stated at. the 
beginning of the Gospél of Matthew. Joseph 


is hesitant to accept his mysteriously © 
_ pregnant fiancee and the angel reassures 
him: ‘‘Joseph, son of David, have no fear 


about taking Mary as your wife. 


‘IT IS BY the Holy Spirit that she has 
conceived this child. She is to have a son and 
you are to name him Jesus because he will 
save his people from their sins’’ (Matthew 
1:20-21). The very name of Jesus sums up 
His mission as merciful savior, who came not 
to condemn but to forgive. 


In parable after parable, divine mercy is 
stressed. This is especially true of the 
Gospel of Luke, whom Dante called “‘the 
chronicler of the gentleness of Christ.’’ He 
has preserved many examples of Jesus’ 
attitude to sinners not mentioned by the 
other evangelists. 


Only. he, for‘instance, tells us of Jesus’ 
forgiveness of His executioners and of the 
penitent thief on the next cross. Only he has 
preserved for us the parable of the Prodigal 
Son (the Forgiving. Father), and how much 
the poorer we should be without that! 


THE FOLLOWING verses from Paul’s 
letter to the Romans sum up our theme 


clearly and powerfully: 


‘At the appointed time, when we were 
still powerless, Christ died for us godless 
men...It is precisely in this that God proves 
his love for us: that while we were still 
sinners, Christ died for us. 


“‘Now that we have been justified by his 
blood, it is all the more certain that we shall 
be saved by him from God’s wrath. For if, 
when we were God’s enemies, we were 
reconciled to him by the death of his Son, it 
is all the more certain that he who have been 
reconciled will be saved by his life.” 
(Romans 5:6, 8-10)

At an ecumenical graduation service a few 
years back one of the clergymen introduced 
his benediction in the usual manner: “‘Let us 
pray.” : 

We all stood, bowed our heads and 
prepared to listen in a reverent spirit for this 
concluding prayer of the ceremony. My 


colleague’s invocation, however, became - 


more of a sermon. It went on and on and on. 


I STRONGLY disapprove of clergy in the 
sanctuary looking at their-watches within the 
course of a liturgy and attempt to resist that 
impulse myself when serving as a celebrant. 
But as his benediction continued, my legs 
grew weary and my restless mind wandered. 
I finally yielded to the temptation. A swift 
and concealed glance at my watch (head still 
bowed), indicated the prayer was now into 
its seventh minute. 


This event reminded me of the late 
Cardinal Cushing’s invocation at the 
inaugural of President John F. Kennedy. 
That prayer likewise seemed interminable 
and I believe only a fire in the lectern 
brought the oration to a halt. 


In our multi-media age with television 
such a dominant means of communication 
and entertainment, visual images generally 
tell the story: words usually but accompany 
the pictures and tend to hold secondary 
importance. : 


DURING THE televised ‘‘Statio Orbis” — 


concluding Mass of the recent Eucharistic 
Congress, for example, the cameras began 
to look for other scenes of interest—the 
crowd, flashbacks, the President—while 
Cardinal Knox delivered his homily. Straight 
talk on TV lacks the power to sustain 
interest. Words, words, words and the 


viewer flips to another program; the same — 


could be true of those who worship—their 
minds may switch to another channel: when 
the liturgy. becomes too wordy. 


This is one of the dangers of spontaneous, 
extemporaneous public prayer on the part of 
celebrants or leaders of worship. It takes 
careful preparation to speak succinctly, to 
use a minimum of words, to say much with a 
few, well chosen phrases. Otherwise, we 
normally are very verbose.

In theory, the congregation has been 
invited to pray silently and very personally 
for a short period of time. Then, the 
celebrant, speaking in their name, collects or 
sums up the many individual, private 
intentions and presents them to the Father 
through Jesus our mediator in the Holy 
Spirit. A short, concise, objective prayer can 
do that; a lengthy, subjective oration tends 
to take the congregation in a different 
direction. 


THE OPENING prayer for this year’s 29th 
Sunday in Ordinary Time illustrates the 
Missal’s brevity: _ 

Almighty and everliving God, 

our source of power and inspiration,

ai \ es As we view God through the prism of our justice God condemned man, and in mercy

own humanity, an inevitable distortion 
occurs. This is no place more evident than 
when we reflect upon God’s mercy. 


A French playwright makes the point well 


“in a play when he depicts the Last 


Judgment. The righteous are assembled at 


the gate of heaven awaiting their moment of » 


victory. 

AS THEY wait for the gate to swing open 
to permit their triumphal entry, a rumor 
starts circulating among the crowd. The 
rumor suggests that God has forgiven all 
men. Hell is to be abolished and only heaven 
will remain. 


“That’s not just,’’ one cries. 


“After all I went -through to get to 
heaven,’’ another complains. 


SOON, THE crowd’s surprise turns to 
resentment and, then, to fury. They begin 
cursing God. At that very instant they are 
damned. 

The playwright shows that the righteous 
condemned themselves because ‘they had 
seen God’s great act of mercy through the 
prism of their own ‘selfishness and 
condemned it. They had forgotten Jesus’ 
promise that ‘‘Blessed are they who show 
mercy; mercy shall be theirs.’’ (Matthew 
5:7) 

God’s mercy is not deserved by any 
creature. His mercy comes to each of us as a 
free gift. Had God’s justice not been 
tempered by His mercy, there might not 


He redeemed him. We become truly aware 
of the mercy of God when by God’s grace we 
become aware of our own sinfulness. God’s 


mercy does not in any sense defeat or reduce - 


His justice. It transcends it and turns the 
sinner into a just man...a man made just by 
God’s mercy. 


The mercy of God is a golden thread 
woven through the tapestry of salvation 
history. References to God’s mercy, His 
compassion and fidelity to His covenant, far 
outbalance the Old Testament references to 
His wrath. 


Jesus’ ministry is a ministry of mercy, a 
ministry to ‘‘the lost sheep of Israel,’’ a 
ministry to the outcasts and derelicts. His is 
the ministry that takes the sinner who is 
deserving of God’s justice and justifies him, 
so that he becomes the beneficiary of God’s 
mercy. 


AS CHRISTIANS, we are called to be 
merciful as the Father is merciful, to have 
compassion in our heart for our neighbor. 
The mercy we show to others is a response to 
God’s mercy...it is a sharing of the mercy Hi 
has shown to us. : 


We acknowledge our own ministry to 
mediate the mercy of God when in the Lord’s 
Prayer we call upon the Father to show us 
mercy to the degree that we show mercy to 
others. We must, indeed, view mercy 
through the prism of God’s unselfish love 
rather than through the prism of our own 
selfishness.

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Mission Sunday reflections : 


Are all God's children getting their money's worth? 


The love of money is the root of all 
evil. Americans enjoy a_ lifestyle 
unequalled in most parts of the world, 
especially inthe lands of the Mission 
Church. 

Donations collected throughout the 
diocese on Mission Sunday, Oct. 24, 
can go a‘long way toward easing 
human suffering and bringing the 
gospel message to mission territory. 
And if a generous offering on Mission 
Sunday seems impossible, consider 
the following facts about the spending 
habits of Americans in 1975: 


—Micro-Wave ovens: More than 
$300 million was spent to purchase 
more than 750,000 micro-wave ovens. 


—Fishing: More than $46 million 
was spent on fishing tackle. 


—Records and tapes: More than $2 
billion was spent to buy stereo 
equipment, records and tapes. 


—Meals in a hurry: More than 
$11.5 billion was spent at fast food 
restaurants such as McDonald’s, 
Burger King and Kentucky Fried 
Chicken. oe : 


—Electric organs: Nearly $360 
million was spent on electric organs 
for home use. Sales are expected to 


“increase 20 per cent this year. 


— Bowling: Nearly $100 million was 
spent for bowling balls and shoes. 


—Tennis: More than $200 million 
was spent for tennis clothing and 
shoes; the average tennis player 
spent $40 for a basic tennis outfit. 
Nearly $100 million was spent for 


tennis balls and $230 million was 
spent for equipment such as rackets, 
racket covers, etc. 


—Pocket calculators: Nearly 40 
million mini-computers retailing for 
$15-$100 were sold. 


—Bicycles and motorcycles: Exer- 
cise-minded Americans bought 15 
million domestic-made bicycles; more 
than one million motorcycles were 
sold. 


’ —Pets: Nearly $4 billion was spent 

for the breeding, care, feeding and 
grooming of some 100 million dogs 
and cats. 


—Liquor: The retail volume of the 
liquor business—not including wine 
—comes to $13 billion annually with 
20 per cent of the sales coming in 
November and December. 


—Fighting fat: Overweight Ameri- 
cans spent more than $700 million on 
diet foods. 


—Sweet tooth: in 1974, children 
consumed 17.8 pounds of candy each 
with retail sales reaching $2.77 
billion. Chewing gum sales came to $1 
million each day. 


—Nicotine fit: In the first half of 
1975, Americans smoked 305 billion 
cigarettes. Tobacco product sales are 
expected to reach $5.4 billion this 
year. - 

—Pleasure boats: A record $4.6 
billion was spent on pleasure boats for 
fuel, repairs and boat club member- 
ship. 
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Their letters paint the Mission Church portrait 


In the Lord’s vinyards missionaries 
stretch the dollars received from the 
Church abroad a long way to spread 
the good news of Christ. Missionaries 
from around the world tell of their 
successes and continuing needs in 
these excerpts from letters they sent 
to the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith: 


From Ntakataka, Malawi: 


| am sitting here facing Lake 
Malawi and live the life of a hermit at 
the moment. Next I'll be going to a 
new mission in Mua, where the 
climate is hot and humid. 


| have been asked to set up a mobile 
clinic in an“area where the death rate 
of the small children is still very high. 
How am | going to do it? | don’t know 
yet! I’ll consult first the elders and the 
party-members and the people in the 
villages, to see if they .want it and 
what they want to contribute them- 
selves. 


| expect at least that they build the 
shelters to hold these clinics. | am 
going again with nothing, nothing and 
all | have to give is good will, good 
health still, energy and courage and 
last but not least, | am going with lots 
of trust in the Lord and the hope that 
my friends at home and abroad will 
help me too. 


| am going to try to teach very 
simple women basic principles of 


‘ nutrition and they shall have to pass 
this message on to their fellow: women 
in villages. Of course a new problem 
arises there: | shall have to find 
remuneration for them—they’II not do 
that for nothing. But all that is 
secondary. The Lord is there, we do 
everything we can and He gives the 
“big hand.’’ 


From Maiduguri, Nigeria: 

Our Catholic population is some- 
thing over 25,000 baptized but almost 
as many again can be counted as 
contacted and somehow connected 
with the Church. 


With priests very scarce we depend 
very much on catechists and voluntary 
helpers to spread our influence. One 
of our most serious problems is the 
big leakage that goes on from among 
our trained catechists—many of the 
paid ones leave us for more lucrative 
employment. The meager salaries we 
can afford are unable to hold them. 


Some of the subsidies go to train 

- and pay catechists and some to the 

support of the priests, especially of 

those who live in rural areas where 
little support can be found. 


From Zamboanga City, Philippines: 


It is indeed a very generous help to 
us that we will be able to work better 
in our “‘barrios.’’ Some of the 
“barrios’’ are as far as 27 or 30 
kilometers from the village, and no 
public transportation reaches some of 
them. 


- The Sisters have to walk, under the 
tropical sun, around two hours every 
Sunday, after having ridden a public 
truck for more than another hour. 


The need of a jeep is urgent, not 
only to fulfill the pastoral duties on 
Sundays, but also to transport the lay 
catechists who assist the Sisters, and 
have to commute from the village to 
the ‘‘barrios’’ to teach religion in the 
rural public schools during the week 
‘days. 


From Ketapang, West Borneo: 

The money will be used to install a 
telecommunication system for our 
nine mission stations. They are really 
necessary because in our mission in 
South West Borneo— which is as large 


as Belgium—there are 210,000 inhab- 
itants, and there is no communica- 
tions. 


We can only reach three of our 
mission-stations by motor-bicycle. So 
it can: take weeks before we have 
contact with our missionaries at their 
stations. 


From Taiohae, Marquesas Islands: 


The diocese is only a speck in the 
immensity of the Pacific, consisting of 
volcanic islands scattered over 
100,000 square kilometers. The 
population is 90 per cent Catholic, but 
very poor. 

Their church had been built at the 
beginning of the mission, in 1845. It 
has been in ruins for some 15 years. 
The temporary construction of bam- 


boo-and now of cement blocks serves — 


as both a meeting and prayer hall. 


For years, the people have begged 
me to help them build a church which 
would allow them to celebrate their 
Faith in dignity, the only wealth of the 


poor. Building materials have to be 


imported from Tahiti by expensive 
transport. You are helping me to 
answer the wishes of this fervent 
population. 


From Accra, Ghana: 


My work with the lepers has always 
been very dear to me. Although the 
Rehabilitation Center at Weija is 
small, numbering 42 patients, there is 
much to be done. These are 
discharged patients from the Ankaful 
Settlement. 


Since their families do not care for 
them, they are under the Social 
Welfare Department in Accra. They 
are located 6 miles from Accra in a 
rather forlorn spot with little activity 
to lighten the monotony of the long 
day. In our bi-monthly visits, ° we 
Sisters take bandages, medicine such 
as vitamin tablets, ointment, etc. 


The patients are given religious 
instruction and every one is visited 
singly or in groups. The government 
provides a dispenser who also acts as 
the warden. He provides the daily 
treatment and is paid $9 per month 
for services. | suggested they start 
Operation Feed Yourself program and 
offered to help them get started. They 


were pleased with the idea as it would 
help solve their food problem. 


We started a small vegetable 
garden behind their quarters; they 
had to remove the stubble and tree 
trunks before planting seeds. They 
did this themselves though most of 
them have no hands and some are 
otherwise handicapped. They planted 
onions, tomatoes, pepper, spinach 
and sweet potatoes. 


My work is carried on mainly by 
contributions from my friends, rela- 
tives and some local clubs. Thanks to 
them, my work with the patients at 
the Weija Rehabilitation Center is 
kept alive. 


From Grenada, West Indies 


The Church will not be self-sup- 
porting here for many years. The 
economy of the country is based 
mainly on agricultural exports of 
cocoa, nutmeg and bananas. Al- 
though the price of all imported goods 
has risen sharply over the past two 


years, growers have not benefited in 


the price paid’ for their crops. 


Many large growers are unable to 
stay: in business and unemployment 
has increased. An agricultural worker 
is paid $2 per. day but is is often 


employed only two days a week..

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Missionaries from overseas

Franciscan Father Joseph Nangle, 
who served as a missionary in Latin 
America, is assistant to the executive 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Mission 
Council. Here are his thoughts. on 
Mission Sunday, which will be celeb- 
rated Oct. 24. 


In the last three or four years a new 
development in mission practice has 
surfaced in the form of growing awareness 
by U.S. foreign missionaries that their call 
includes more than pastoral work overseas. 


INCREASINGLY, our furloughed mission- 
aries find a continuation of their special 
vocation here at home, but ‘not in the sense 
of taking up collections or recruiting 
personnel for service in foreign countries. 


America is being seen as a mission 
country by our compatriots who, having 
served overseas for a number of years, and 
having seen gospel. values and counter 
values in the cultures they encounter, come 
back to the U.S. and find the same presence 
and absence of Christian priorities. 


One U.S. Sister home from Southern Asia 
put it succinctly when she said: ‘‘I wonder 
where I am more missionary, in Sri Lanka or 
in New York City.” 


A PRIEST GAVE an example of how he 
found his missionary work continuing while 
on stateside leave: ‘‘I am always questioning 
what I see here at home—affluence taken for 
granted, inward looking Church and civic 
communities, concern with very provincial 
issues. And I ask people how the good things 
of America might be shared more equitably 
with my people in the Dominican Republic.”’ 


The shape of such ‘‘reverse missioning”’ 
varies widely. A young woman Religious 
spoke of sitting at home with her parents 
watching the evening news. 


While she marvelled at the total freedom 
of press in the United States, she wondered 
out loud about the sponsor’s boast that 
“something we do today will affect your 
life.’’ She had seen some of the results of 
huge companies affecting the lives of people 
she worked with in Chile, and the 
advertisement did not comfort her.

The rapport that develops between the missionary and 
those in the missions is a phenomenon beyond 
description. It is a rapport that has been 

described as the backbone of the Church... but it

Another furloughed missioner said that 
on shopping tours with her religious Sisters 
she found herself newly impressed with the 
variety and quality of goods on sale. But she 
also felt quite out of step with the lifestyle 
priorities reflected in the purchases of her 
companions. $ 


UNTIL THAT moment, she said, it had not 
occurred to her how far her community in 
Tanzania had moved away from American 
standards as they sought actively to avoid 
insulting the people around them. 


A lay missioner, back home permanently 
after three years in New Guinea, feels that 
his goals in life have changed substantially 
thanks to his view of our country and our 
Church from a very different vantage point. 


As he registers for medical school, he 
speaks of promoting what is positive and 
criticizing what is negative in American 
medical structures and practice. Formerly he 
had seen medicine as a way to increasing 
status. 


AMERICA’S generosity in sending so 
many missionaries abroad in the past 15 
years seems to be reaping one very unique 
and unsought for harvest. Religious and lay 
men and women are coming back to tell us 
not only of insights gained about foreign 
cultures, but more importantly of their 
reflections on our Church and society. 


Often the reflections prove disturbing and 
unpalatable. Occasionally they are not very 
gently articulated. But more often than not 
our missionaries’ critiques stand the test of 
close scrutiny. 


The celebration of Mission Sunday in this 
Bicentennial year might best consist in 
listening closely to what these men and 
women have to say. They come back from 
places where life is mostly a harsh and 
dreadful reality, often a struggle just to stay 
alive. They sometimes manifest impatience 
or lack of understanding about our problems 
which they deem small in comparison. 


But listening to them and allowing them to 
exercise this mission among us might just be 
the antidote needed for our current 


isolationism, and the catalyst which could 
move us from independence to interdepend- 
ence, and perhaps on to solidarity with the 
have-nots of our country and world.

Catholic students sacrifice — 
to aid missions year round 


Support for the missions is not just a once 
a year project for many of the schools and 
CCD programs of this diocese. Students 
often work all year round raising funds for 
the Pontifical Holy Childhood, sometimes in 
response to a specific need in the mission 
field. 


In January of this year, for instance, the 
Mission Office newsletter, Mission Action, 
told of the difficulties of a Sister working in a 
home for destitute children in India, who 
needed $420 for the purchase of two bulls to 
plow the land and haul materials.

the missions. Four mo.iths later, each girl 
presented a $50 bill to her teacher, to be sent 
to a South American mission project. 


At St. Vincent de Paul School, San Diego, 
fifth and seventh grade sisters raised $150 in 
one month selling fruit cake and peanut 
brittle. 


And at St. Charles parish, Imperial Beach, 
as part of a community. service program 
involving all 300 students, seventh graders 
formed groups to organize special collections 
for specific relief items. 


MOST ‘PAROCHIAL schools contribute 
to the drive to help the victims of the 
Guatemala earthquake and managed to raise 
a total of $4,300. Some children offer weekly 
allowances, other raise funds through 
various chores, still others abstain from 
coke, candy and other treats, donating the 
money saved. 


Last year total contributions from the 
schools of the diocese, parochial and CCD 
combined were $108,154.07.

Lay persons serve in mission fields

Twenty years ago, the Lay Mission 
Helpers Association was initiated in the Los 
Angeles diocese by Msgr. Anthony Bouw- 
ers, then director of the archdiocesan Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith. 


Since then 540 lay men and women, 


including many married couples and their 


families, have spent a minimum of three 
years working side by side with clergy and 
religious in mission areas throughout the 
world. 


AMONG THESE volunteers are about 25 
persons from the San Diego diocese, who

working in hospitals to such effect that Herb 
was asked by Dr. Banda, President of 
Malawi, to serve on his Cabinet as Minister 
of Health, an honor he reluctantly had to 
refuse.

Walter was in charge of heavy construction 
at the mission there while Elsie taught 
several classes at a large boarding school.

Kaunda. 


One of the longest terms of service is that 
of Charles Walsh of Fontana. Charles spent 
10 years in Papua, New Guinea, from 1957 to 
1968 working at a variety of jobs, part-time 
farmer, school supervisor, truck driver and 
general handyman. 


‘I enjoyed the work very much,”’ he said, 
“‘and never regretted giving the time to the 
missions. It was extremely rewarding. I miss 
the work greatly.”’ 


OTHER LAY MISSION helpers who have 
returned to the diocese are Aranka 
Handfuss, Palm Springs; David and Jane 
Haproff, Corona; Jim Hendry, El Centro; 
Norman Morse, Elsinore; Judy Pidgeon, 
Chula Vista; Beverly and Robert Simmons, 
Dianne Tucker and Amparo Valenzuela, all 
of San Diego. 


The spirit and enthusiasm of the Lay 
Mission Helpers was evident in Franca

Christian community,’’ she said. ‘‘Being 
among people of such different background, 
culture and customs, we found out what 
community is all about.’’ 


Msgr. Bouwers conceived the idea of the 
association after a visit to mission territories 
and seeing at first hand the great amount of 
work to be done, and the inadequate 
numbers of missionaries available. 


He decided to open the way for lay 
persons to make a limited commitment of 
time to work with priest and Sister 
missionaries in cooperation with the Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith. 

HE WAS ALSO responsible for setting up 
the Mission Doctors Association, calling 
upon members of the Catholic Physicians 
Guild, to provide a. supplementary medical 
force for mission work.

Dutch govt. mulls abortion 


UTRECHT, The Netherlands—The lower 
house of the Dutch parliament has approved 
a bill that would allow women to decide, in 
most cases, whether or not to have an 
abortion. The bill still has to be approved by 
the upper house. If the upper house 
approves, the bill must be sent to Queen 
Juliana and to Minister of Justice Andreas 
A.M. van Agt for signature before it can 
become law. The justice minister, a Catholic, 
it is believed, may refuse to sign the bill. 


‘Religion democracy’s glue’ 


DAYTON, Ohio—Religion ‘‘may be the 
glue that holds democracy together,”’ 
according to pollster George Gallup.

Liturgy text printed in USSR 
ROME—The first liturgical book since the 
1917 revolution has been published in 
Russia, according to Jesuit Father Paul 
Mailleux, rector of the. Pontifical Russian 
College here. He said no liturgical books had 
been reprinted in Russia in nearly 60 years 
which created problems in conducting 
worship services in the Soviet Union. 


Presbyterians picket embassy 

WASHINGTON—A group of Presbyterian 
churches are conducting a 15-day demonsta- 
tion in front of the South Korean embassy 
here to protest the sentencing to stiff prison 
terms of 18 religious and political dissidents 
by a Seoul court in September. Five Catholic 
priests, the Catholic opposition leader Kim 
Dae Jung, seven Presbyterian ministers and 
five other dissidents were convicted for 
demanding the resignation of President Park 
Chung Hee, the restoration of democracy in 
the country now under martial law and the 
rescinding of the South Korean Constitution. 


Group to mount ERA push 
NEW YORK—The New York-based 
Religious Committee for the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA) is mobilizing for this 
fall’s elections in an effort to push the 
controversial women’s rights .amendment 
through four more state legislatures. The 
ERA must be ratified by 38 states before 
March 22, 1979. Thirty-four states have 
ratified it to date. Catholic organizations 
backing the ERA include the Leadership

A look at books 


THE CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA edited 
by Robert C. Broderick. Nashville, Tn, 


Thomas Nelson Publishers. 612 pages, 
$24.95. 
Not since Father John McKenzie’s 


Directory of the Bible, has a reference work 
of such vast range been issued and credited 
to the work of one man. Broderick deserves 
great praise for this large-sized, one-volume 
compendium. 


The hundreds of articles are sometimes ° 


tantalizingly short, or brief, but penetrating. 
The articles on Catholic social action fall into 
this latter category, with excellent excerpts 
from papal documents and the 16 documents 
of Vatican II. 


A parish or high school library that can 
afford this volume and the latest Catholic 
Almanac will have a very fine ready-refer- 
ence collection. The large, bold print makes 
this volume so easy to use. Recommended. 


Father Charles Dollen 


CHRISTIANS AND JEWS, edited by Hans 
Kueng and Walter Kasper. The Seabury 
Press, New York. 93 pages. 


For a slim volume, this packs a lot of 
punch, basically because the 14 contributors 
are convinced that dialogue is best served by 
frankness. 


Christians and Jews, deserves a wide 
audience for a number of reasons. First, of 
course, there are the Jewish roots Christians 
have too often ignored. And then there is the 
sad history of Christian treatment of the 
Jews down through the centuries. 


Kueng sets the tone for the frankness in

SAN BERNARDINO—The 
“Warm Fuzzy’’ is an unlike- 
ly name for an. ice cream 
parlor. It is even more 
unlikely that the founders 
should be a priest.and an 
unemployed floor tile setter. 

But that is the way it is at 
the Mercado Del Rosa, a kind 
of farmers’ market here, 
since Father Gerald Butler, 


_ with the aid of a few friends, 


helped 58-year-old Tommy 
Marotti scrape up enough 
cash to open the Fuzzy last 
June. 


THE TWO men opened , 


the Fuzzy for several rea- 
sons, according to Father 
Butler, coordinator of the 
Center for Christian Ministry 
and pastor of Christ the King 
parish, here. 


“The main reason behind 
the parlor,’’ the priest said, 
“‘was our mutual interest in 
youth. 


“‘Then there was the 
realization that San Bernar- 
dino needed a place for 
family fun and entertainment 
as well as the chance to 
create a new. employment 
opportunity for Marotti as 
well as for several young 
people.”’ 


ONCE THE idea for the 
parlor was firmly settled, 


_ several problems, other than 


coming up with the original 
cash outlay, had to be solved. 


The Carnation Company 
stepped in to help solve some 
of them. ‘‘They gave us our 
first stock of ice cream,”’ 
Marotti said. ‘‘Then their 
salesmen trained us and our 
help, showing us the tricks of 
the trade.”’ 


And what about a name for 
the new venture? Father 
Butler came up with ‘‘Warm 


On the 


Fuzzy’’, a mythical creature 
who gives joy and happiness 
to anyone receiving one as a 
gift. Fuzzies are featured in a 
CCD film strip used to teach 
children general attitudes of 
goodness. 


AT FIRST, Marotti claims, 
“Twas a little dubious about 
the name. I just could not'see 
how. ice cream and the 
“Warm Fuzzy’ were con- 
nected.’’ 


But, according to Father 
Butler. there is a good 
connection, ‘‘because the 
whole idea of the business is 
to provide a place where 
warmth, joy and happiness 
can blossom. People . can 
come to the Fuzzy for 
parties. They can have sing 
alongs and a decent good 
time.”’ 


The name does cause some 
problems though, Marotti 
attests. ‘‘One woman phoned 
the other day and asked how 
much we would charge to 
groom her dog. She had seen 
our “‘Fuzzy’’ sign and 
thought we were operating a 
pet grooming business.” .

“I can usually spend a few 
hours there on Sunday after- 
noons and evenings,’’ he 
noted, adding that he has 
had several opportunities to 
function as a priest at the 
Fuzzy ‘‘serving those who 
need human compassion and 
interest’’.
